A Marine Court ofirquiryintothec'rcumatances 
ce: nnected witb the sinking of the British steamer 
Kowshing, belénging to the Iado-Chiaa S, N, 
Co., by the Jopsnrse war-vessel Nantwa Ken, 
was beld at the British Conaulate, Negisaki, on 
the 7th fast. Mr. J, J. Quio, British Consul, 
presided, the other members of the court being 
Capt. J. Michell, of the ship Cape York, an 
Captsin Thomas FE, Cowell, of the ship 
Drumeltan. wat ; 

Afier hearing «vidence the following fiadlag 
and order were Issved :— 

The steamship Xowshing was a0 iron vensel, 
‘shooner rigged, of 1,355 tons registered tonange, 
offclal number 87,000, built at Barrow-{n- 
Foralss, and belonging to the port of London, It 
appesrs from the evidence given before this 
Court, that she sailed from Taku on or about the 
a3rd day of July, 1894, bound for Gasan, in

That after 
communicating with tha Aowshing twice 
by boat, and ordering the officera to ult the 
vessel, which they were prevented from joing by 
the Chinese troops, the Nantwa Kan, about 1 
p.m, discharged a torpedo at the Kowshing, and 
this not striking her the Vanéwa Kan fired a 
broadside of five heavy gons at her, and con- 
tlnued firing both beavy and machine guns from

‘of the crew and Chinese troops jumped over- 
board, amongst them the master, Thomas Ryder 
Galsworthy, the first mate, Lewes Henry Tamplin, 
‘and a quarter-mester, Lineas Evangellsta (a 
Manila man), who are the only members of the 
crew at present known to be saved.

After two day's marching they 
arrived in the vicinity of Sulgen, and encamped 
at « place called Sosbajo; In the meantime, the 
Chinese, hearing of the approach of the Japanese, 
sent out 3,000 picked men to occupy a fortlfied 
place named Selkan, situated on the road ‘from 
Seoul to A-Sao, They also sent soo men to 
occupy # strong position on tte banks of-the river 
Anjou, between Selkin and. vag On 
approaching the Chinese camp, the Japanese 
commander sent a meseage, in the names of the 
Kiog of Korea calling apon the Chinese to retlre 


| fram the country peaceably, otberwise the ques- 


tion would have to. be decided by an appeal 
to arms. By tbls time the Japanese troops 
had arrived within about 6,0co metres’ of 
the Chinese camp at Scikan, and Instead 
of complying with the Japanese request 
to retire, they opened fire, but without 
effect, owing to the distance. On the night of 
the 28th, the Japanese troops, composed of 
infantry, cavalry, artillery, and engineers, were 
divided {ato two divisions, one of which crossed 
the slver higher up, and the other lower down, {n 
order to atteck the Chinese, front and rear, at a 
given aignal, Considerable difficulty was 
experienced in crossing the lower part of the 
tver, owing to recent ran, end a number of 
soldiers were drowned. On landing on the 
opposite bank they were attacked by the 500 
Chinese sent there to. fond the place, After a 
desperate struggte for about an hour the Chinese 
retreated in utter confusion to Selkan, No- 
mention is made of the loss on the Chinese side, 
but the Japanese lost their feader, Lieut. 
Matevzaki, and five ober officers were 
wounded. ‘This occurred about §.j0a.m. Arriv- 
ing In the vicinity of Selkan, the arranged 
signal was given, and the two divisions made a 
simultaneous attack upon the Chinese. A severe 
and bloody battle then ensued, resulting In the 
capture of all the forts, eight in number, and the 
dispersion of allthe Chinese troops, 400 of whom. 
were killed, 00 wounded, and the rest fied to 
Asan, Following them up with all haste, Asan 
was next attacked and subdoed, the Chinese 
fleeing to Koshiu, In the Chiusel-do, By 8 a.m, 
the Japanese troops were in. full possession of 
Asan, with the reported loss of about 70 killed 
and wounded. mei fe ae

from Asan to Seoul, where they were recelved 
with honour, both by Japanese and Koreans, by 
whom a triumphal arch hed been erected near 
the entrance to the capital, The officers of the 
expedition were recelved in audience and enter.
